A SALUTE TO OUR FLAGMEN 

Hamptons Subway is the only subway system 
in North America that still uses flagmen 
in the tunnels to get trains to stop or go or just 
move forward slowly so as not to bump into 
the train in front of them. To do this, they have 
a rack of red, orange and green flags at their 
stations midway in every tunnel, and 
they will choose one or another’ to 
wave at an approaching train motorman. 


Failing to obey the flagmen can get points 


deducted on a motormen’s record. Originally, 


flagmen were paid a high hourly wage. But 


when packs of unemployed West Virginia 
miners arrived on the scene seeking jobs, the 
glut of applicants caused the wages paid to 
decline. It was only after Chappie McFarland 
formed the Flagman’s Union i in 1938 that wages 
rose again. 

Today, Hamptons Subway __flagmen 
(and women) come home covered with soot 
and grime every night (or in the wee hours of 
2 a.m. if on the late shift) and they once in 
a while save lives by shouting and yelling at a 
motormen who they see through the window 
of the lead subway car is about to doze off. 
In this little essay, we tip our Hamptons 
Subway Newsletter hat to them. Well done, 
over the years, flagmen. We cannot do 
without you. 


RUNAWAY SUBWAY TRAIN 

Three weeks ago, we received an urgent message 
from Canada’s Manitoba Subway System that one 
of their subway cars had gone missing. It was a 
form letter, sent out to all the subway systems in 


North America so we didn’t think anything of it. 
But then, last Monday at 11:33 a.m., we received 
a report that a black-and-white subway car had 
roared through the Water Mill station without 
stopping. The customer on the platform who 
noticed it thought it strange, not only because it 


‘ didn’t stop but because it was black and white 


and said Manitoba on the side. As a result, we 
looked again at the alert we’d received a week 
earlier which noted the car was black and white— 
Hamptons. Subway colors are red and yellow— 
so now we knew this had to be taken seriously. 
Manitoba offered to send some Canadian 
Mounted Police down into our tunnels to round 
up the errant train, but we declined. Instead, 
we said we’d round it up for them. Our subway 
motormen are now on high alert while driving 
their trains since Tuesday. Top speeds have been 
lowered from 47 to 37 miles an hour while they 
look here and there. So far, the Manitoba car 
has been seen zipping through stations on five 
occasions—twice in Montauk, once in Sag Harbor 
and twice in Westhampton Beach—but when our 
newly formed SWAT team arrives, it’s too late. 
So now we appeal to riders. We will pay $100 to 
whoever correctly reports the Manitoba Flyer in 
a way that results in a rounding up and return of 
the vehicle to Manitoba. By the way, nobody is in 
it. No passengers and no motormen. It just goes.

POLAR BEAR PLUNGE, LITERALLY 
The Hamptons Police Department Animal 
Control Squad’s quick response team was called 
to Sag Harbor on Saturday after a series of

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Official Seals 


Good & Bad Ones in the East Hampton and Southampton Town & Villages |

he Village of East Hampton has come out 

with a new Village Seal. The old one, and I’ll 
get to that, has been around since 1654, so maybe 
it was a time for a change. 

Village or town seals are on the walls in 
courtrooms, at the top of official proclamations, 
on signs at village entrances and sometimes on 
the sides of police cars. Usually they are round. 
Why, I do not know. In this case, the new seal is 
round, as is the old. But boy, are they different 
within the circle. 

The main feature of the new seal is a big 
wooden windmill with white canvas covering 
each of its four blades. Above it hovers a seagull. 
In front of it is a piece of the Town Green. 
Behind it is a sand dune, and at the back, 


the blue ocean. It’s a peaceful day. 

The old Village Seal had a round circle with a 
shield inside similar to the one that graces the 
village of Maidstone in the province of Kent, 
England. That shield, often at the end of a spear 
on a battle flag back then, was based on the 
family coat of arms of William Courtenay, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury (d. 1396), who is said 
to have been the founder of Maidstone in 1619. 
It consists of three torteaux gules denoting the 
River Midway, which flows through Maidstone, 
and at the top the shield’s chief bears a golden 
lion passant on a white field of gules, signifying 
that the Village was founded by a royal charter. 

It seems the Village of East Hampton was 
founded in 1648 by settlers from Kent, and 
they, wanting to do honor to their home town 


settled 29 years earlier—and so, here is the really —

interesting part—didn’t call this new place East 
Hampton, they called it Maidstone. It wasn’t 
until about 1685 that the locals here decided to 
change the name of the village to East Hampton. 
People were apparently calling it that anyway, 
because the first settlement was Southampton, 


the second settlement was Bridgehampton, and 


then a little further along was East Hampton, 
er, Maidstone. 

Hallelujah. It’s about time the Village changed 
this botch job of a seal. 

The Village of East Hampton is not the first 
local municipality to adopt a seal change in 
recent years. About 20 years ago, residents of 
Southampton Village got all in an uproar about 
their Village Seal. 

That seal, which went back a hundred years or 
more, showed a Shinnecock Indian with a feather

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in his hair and wearing just a loincloth, standing 
and facing a fully suited English pilgrim. It’s a 
side view of this meeting. In the background 
is a bay in which a wooden English ship 
can be seen. Could it be that the English 
are arranging to “buy” Southampton? 
Sure looks like it. The number 1640 
appears at the top. That’s when 
Southampton was “founded.” 

Those most upset with this seal 
were, of course, the Shinnecocks, 
who have long claimed that 
this situation was a whole set- 
up, with the smiling settler on 
one side knowing this was in 
perfect English and the Indian 
having no clear idea of what 
was truly meant. However, 20 
years ago, I recall other people 
were making a fuss who objected. 
to how unclothed the Indian was. 
Southampton has its apparel laws. 
Couldn’t something be done? 

It was pointed out that the 
Southampton Town Seal has long shown 
the same scene, except without the Indian. 
The Pilgrim faces the viewer, the ship over: 
his left shoulder, and over his right shoulder the 
beach, where there is a boulder with a plaque on 
it indicating this is where these Englishmen came 
ashore for the first time. 

Today, the Indian on the Village Seal faces the energized 
Pilgrim, but with pants and a vest. 

That dispute was one of the things that confirms. 


cans and other places in the village,” he recently 
told me.

In 2001, the tribe held a contest to 
create their own seal for the Shinnecock 
Indian Nation. In the end, they 
chose David Martine’s entry as the 
winner and so today, they display 
his very colorful and elaborate 
seal for the Shinnecock Indian 


Nation prominently everywhere, 
including on the billboard on 
the Sunrise Highway that sits 
on the property they own near 
the Shinnecock Canal. It shows 
two fully dressed Shinnecocks 
in Native American garb, facing 
a drawing of a giant tortoise in 
the center, the 13 sections of its 


shell indicating the 13 tribes of 
Long Island. The words around it 
read “The Great Seal of Shinnecock 
Indian Nation” and the words 
“Algonquian” and “Always Sovereign.” 
This seal was officially adopted in 
2006, was unveiled at Southampton 
Town Hall in 2008, appeared in the 
paperwork

Bergamo, Hard Work, Bubbly Water and a Rainy Day in the Hamptons

| ba at my. kitchen table in East Hampton with 
an hour to kill, slowly drinking a bottle of 
Pellegrino. A cold rain is thundering down on the 
roof outside. I read the Pellegrino label. There 
are two, a small one on the neck and a large one 
on the belly. 

The larger one says it is bottled at the source, is 
sparking natural mineral water, and that source 
is in Bergamo, Italy. 

The small one features a picture of a very old 
- three-story factory building with the date 1899 
beneath it. The building has two bell towers. One 
can imagine the workmen in the factory, bottling 
away. Maybe there is a bubbling gusher coming 
out of a waterfall to deal with. Maybe it’s water 
from a stream. Don’t know. What I do know is 
that this bottle came through the Mediterranean 
and out across the Atlantic in a group of six ina 
pack, probably aboard a freighter. The engines 
aboard some such freighters are powered by a 
diesel fuel of such low grade I’ve read it cannot 
permissibly be used on land because of all the 
pollution it gives off. 

I take out my laptop. I am going to track that 
- building down. I wonder, is it still in use? 

What comes up are architect sketches of 
what will be an absolutely enormous Pellegrino 
factory to be built. Undoubtedly it will be built 
one day. 

The factory runs along the shore of the river. 


a! 


Along the way, some percentage of it is diverted 
into the factory to become Pellegrino water. 
There are 10 assembly lines that run for the full 
length of the factory for a quarter-mile parallel to 
the river. Each of the lines operates 24 hours a 
day, with the water getting quality tested, filtered, 
heated, cooled, carbonated, bottled, capped, 
labeled, boxed, put onto trucks and taken to a 


dock where the boxes are loaded into containers. 


that are put on ships in enough quantities to 
satisfy the demands of thirsty people all around 
the world. 

You know, early on there was Perrier. Perrier, 
bottled in France, had this market cornered. But 
now Pellegrino has carved out a big share of the 
market. Why did Perrier let that happen? Perrier 
river water not fast enough? Owners of Perrier 
not able to keep up with demand? Don’t know. 

My cell phone screen shows a chart of all 
the minerals: in Pellegrino. Magnesium, 
calcium, sodium and more. It also says it has a 
higher pH and is thus less acidic than Perrier, 
but only slightly. 

Now here we are in Bergamo, Italy, where 
the bells in the two towers used to clang when 
there was a shift change and the workers 
would march in enthusiastically or go home 
exhausted or whatever, but now there’s no bell 
towers. So maybe a steam whistle sounds. Or a 
buzzer buzzes. : 

And yes, they were proud of the bell towers, but 
then progress marches on. 


And that’s what I learned looking at a bottle 
of Pellegrino water sitting at my kitchen table 
during a rainstorm the other day. 

But now, this day, I have another thought. 
In getting to look at the Pellegrino factory, I 
also looked at photographs of the very 
charming old walled city of Bergamo, where 
it is made. The city goes back 2,000 years. 
There are city squares, churches, markets, 
cobblestone streets and important Renaissance 
buildings. The population today is 600,000. 
And probably a whole lot of them are working 
for Pellegrino. 

And then it hits me. The drawing on the 
bottle may not be of the first Pellegrino factory 


in 1899 at all. It might be of a historic Catholic 


church built in the 13th century where, out back 
somebody after a sermon in 1899 drank from 
that excellent river and thought, you know, if we 
add a little carbonation...What do you think, your 
holiness?

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Steak Expectations from Union Burger Bar Founders

hen idea meets execution, when vision 

becomes reality, when things come 
together in exactly, or even almost exactly, the 
way one has imagined, the result deserves a toast. 
Raise your bourbon, your beer, your wine...you’re 
at Union now, so it’s all flowing. 

Indeed, many of those toasts were offered 
as doors reopened last Thursday afternoon, 
February 27, and Union Burger Bar officially 
took over the space at Southampton’s 40 Bowden 
Square that had been home to Mexican eatery 
Union Cantina for the past four years. The 
evolution signaled the answer to a question that 
had been percolating since Union Burger Bar 
(lovingly knows as UBB or Burger Bar) debuted 
in January 2019: What’s next, and when? (Okay, 
that’s two questions baked into one, so consider 
ita BOGO.) 

“The ultimate motivation behind Burger Bar 
was twofold,” says owner Ian Duke, who also 
owns Southampton Social Club and for a decade 
now has made it his and his team’s mission to 
bring both culinary excellence and a requisite 
quality experience to the Hamptons. “The village 


was in dire need of somewhere to go and get - 


burgers—the American diet is almost build 
around the hamburger—and we were looking 
at a way to better utilize our space. Little could 
we have anticipated that Burger Bar would start 
off with the enormous success it had and that 
it would continue throughout the whole year. It 
became more and more popular, more and more 


communal, so we needed to make it bigger.” 

The award-winning burgers and French fries 
and surreal shakes (all of them Dan’s Best of the 
Best Platinum honorees, by the way)—paired 
with the standout beer and bourbon lists, family 
friendly atmosphere and nod to local history 
with the beloved Barister’s Wednesdays $5 
burger special—were a hit from day one, leaving 
little doubt that expansion was going to have to 
come faster than anyone could have anticipated. 
Although Union Cantina is but a fond memory, 
the nachos, guacamole and a few other favorites 
are now on the UBB menu, as emails from locals 
to Duke became almost an unofficial public 
movement to keep them around. “People were 
very excited about the changes,” Duke says, “but 
there were definitely some Cantina favorites they 
wanted us to keep.” 

Now the creative forces behind the East End’s 
preeminent burger bistro and bar have revealed 
they have the answer to another culinary query 
we've all been asking for years. First, though, the 
answer: 

Union Sushi & Steak will be opening in: mid 
to late April, taking over the original UBB area 
as well as the larger adjacent portion of the 
restaurant space. 

As to that question (again, two or three for the 
price of one): What does Southampton Village 
need in the dining and experience space? Where 
is an outstanding steak-and sushi spot nearby? 
How do you take the traditional steakhouse or 
sushi bar and elevate it? 

“T am a believer that the ultimate goal for every 
restaurateur should be to give the people what 
they want,” Duke says. “This is something people 
want. But we want to make it different, unique. 

“As a big red meat eater, which I am, I love a

traditional steakhouse. I love ordering a great 
steak and then all the things that come with 
it—the specific sides, as opposed to the chef 
allocating what comes with a dish. We're not 
going to have 43 different steaks,” Duke adds of 
the menu being crafted by Executive Chef Scott 
Kampf. “We’re going to have a few of the best— 


~ the best filet, the best strip, the best ribeye. With 


the sushi, we have a great chef who has worked 
all over, and this is going to be his unveiling in 
the Hamptons. Building the first sushi bar in 
Southampton, we are really confident that this 
will exceed the expectations of the slightly more 
sophisticated crowd that comes with it. 

“But we are looking to combine a few things 
to create a restaurant with a very modern, cool 
vibe, a clientele that loves a great steak, that 
loves great sushi. Our goal is to create an 
environment”—something of a complement 
to Southampton Social Club, if you will—“for 
that slightly more mature crowd with a great 
vibe, great food, and that might even encourage 
that crowd to get into a dancing, bottle-service 
feel. I think music is a major component in 
restaurants. In the new spot, we will have a 
DJ. That doesn’t mean we'll have a DJ who’s 
kicking on dance music, but who is creating 
that right vibe, that right energy. That makes a 
big difference. Instead of sitting in a restaurant 
playing that Pandora radio station and the 
same song comes on four times in an hour,” he 
adds with a laugh. “That is, admittedly, a step 
better.than playing the CDs from the 1980s, 
but only marginally.” 

Great music, outstanding food, impeccable 
service. The ingredients are there for the 
perfect cocktail. Speaking of which... 

“Great cocktails are something that on 
the East End, relative to what we see in 
Manhattan, has struggled,” Duke says. “There 
are exceptions. In Southampton, we have 
some very good bars, but we don’t have any 
authentic cocktail bars, ones that are willing 
to push the envelope a little bit further, think 
about the ice that’s going to be served in a 
drink, the glass the drink is actually served 
in, trying to take things to the next level. 
That is what the whole experience of Union 
Sushi & Steak will be—taking things to the 
next level.” #&

he Hamptons Arts Network (HAN) is an exclusive consortium of local nonprofits led 

by their acclaimed executive directors, so to be given a seat at the table is a tremendous honor. 
As the new executive director of the nearly completed Sag Harbor Cinema Arts Center, Gillian 
Gordon brings a fresh perspective to the planning of HAN’s annual event, The Hamptons Arts 
Weekend (THAW) Fest, which has now expanded to every weekend in March, allowing festivalgoers 
time to enjoy each scheduled event (see sidebar). 

Gordon joined HAN this year, not just as a peer but as a fan of Guild Hall, the Parrish Art Museum, 
the Watermill Center, Southampton Arts Center, the Madoo Conservancy, Eastville Community 
Historical Society and the dozen other Hamptons organizations that make up the network. “There are 
amazing cultural institutions out here, and nobody knows about them to the extent that they should 
know about them,” Gordon says. “I come in as somebody with fresh eyes, and it’s just so impressive 
what's going on here! I’m really excited about it and grateful that really smart people decided to get 
together and talk collaboration, talk about ways of working together, and, as a united force, 


let the world know, particularly our state and national governments, that this truly is a cultural: 


hub and has tremendous value.” 
Gordon is thrilled with this years THAW Fest schedule and hopes to attend each and 
every offering on it, especially the Sag Harbor Cinema screening that she and artistic director Giulia 


D’Agnolo Vallan have been thoughtfully planning. They've chosen the recent 4K remastering _ 


of the critically acclaimed 1974 film A Bigger Splash, which boasts an astounding 100% on 
Rotten Tomatoes. The fantastical, biographical documentary focuses on British artist David 
Hockney and his inner circle, all of whom play themselves, as he struggles with a recent 


breakup and hones his art-making process. D’Agnolo Vallan happily admits that she has been. 


looking for a chance to screen A Bigger Splash since the re-release came out last summer, and 
Gordon shares her excitement, describing the film as “extremely entertaining, but also very 
beautiful.” With Sag Harbor Cinema not expected to open for at least another month—fingers 
crossed for Easter weekend—the THAW Fest event will take place at Bay Street Theater on Sunday, 
March 29 at 4 p.m. 

The Cinema is slowly but steadily meeting the requirements for a certificate of occupancy, Gordon 
explains, and once it does, it’s sure to quickly establish itself as a premier Hamptons cultural hub 
and moviegoing experience. “Thanks to television and streaming, it’s hard to get people out of their 
homes and into the local cinemas,” Gordon notes, pointing out that the finished Cinema will have 
an entertainment space, a fundraising space, two terraces and a screening room for party rentals, in 
addition to the main theater which features hundreds of comfortable seats, an enormous screen and 
32-speaker Atmos sound. 

With the Cinema’s opening date in flux over the last few months, planning the programming 
schedule has been difficult, DAgnolo Vallan notes, but that hasn’t stopped her from getting ahead. “I 
think there is so much that can be done because the Cinema is being designed to be flexible,” she 
says. “I can’t wait to get my hands on it and start laying out the program.” D’Agnolo Vallan 
has already locked in a retrospective on the late documentarian and Sag Harborite DA Pennebaker, 
which will screen the first film once the theater opens and continue with 8-10 films through the end 
of the year. The second event that’s been announced is a collaboration with the Human Rights Watch 
Film Festival in June, which will screen select movies from the New York-based festival. There will 
also be family screenings on weekends, foreign films, silent films with accompaniment, niche picks, 
first-run films and other Academy Award contenders. And there are more surprises in the works 
through the fall! 

In the meantime, East Enders have the incomparable THAW Fest to look forward to, which 
Gordon promises is fun and accessible to all. “We're celebrating the end of winter, so let’s just partake 
in this extraordinary, rich cultural offering.” a

Listen Up! Real Estates Next Big Radio Show Is Here 


Two truths and a lie: 

Real estate can be fun. 

Lawyers can be funny. 

Real estate law doesn’t make for compelling 
entertainment. 


eaders of Behind the Hedges are no doubt familiar 

with real estate attorney Andrew Lieb and his 
column, “Lieb at Law.” Lieb’s witty columns delve into 
the nitty-gritty of real estate law and litigation, offering 
practical information while providing personal, 
relatable insight. Fans of Lieb at Law will be excited to 
listen to Lieb’s new radio show, Real Estate Investing 
with Andrew Lieb, on 103.9 FM on Sundays at noon. 

“It is about real estate investing, but off of that, what 
it's about is entertaining,” Lieb says. “What we find 
is that some people in the real estate industry are so 
caught up with themselves and so full of themselves 
and trying to be something they’re not that they’ve 
forgotten how to laugh. So what we’re going to do 
is make it entertaining, with witty and satirical stuff 
going on.” But, Lieb notes, “Don’t misunderstand, 

_there’s cutting substance.” In the first episode alone, 
Lieb goes into how to locate property without getting 
sued and new regulations on discrimination laws that 
are about to go into effect. 

The idea for Real Estate Investing with Andrew 
Lieb sprouted when Lieb met producer David Heydt. 
“A couple of months ago, I was at a real estate event 
and Andrew does a ton of public speaking and I 
had never met him before,” Heydt says. “I was so 
impressed--he was so dynamic and had the authority 
on real estate investment but his delivery was spot on 
and he was so entertaining. It was real and authentic 
and I knew it would translate well to radio, so I reached

out and we took it from there.” Heydt, a longtime radio 
and television producer, worked on ABC News, as well 


as with fellow East Ender Howard Stern to launch his 


Sirius XM channel. “I’m always developing ideas. When 
I see something and it resonates, I know immediately, 
‘This person has it,’ and there’s no question Andrew 
has that ‘it’ factor and it’s just a matter of putting the 
pieces together to build a show.” 

Without a doubt, Lieb has a big, endearing 
personality, but lawyers aren’t exactly known for being 
entertainers. “I didn’t choose to be a lawyer,” Lieb 
notes. “My great grandfather was a lawyer, and in my 
family, if you want to go into something like garbage 
truck driving you have to first graduate law school. So 
in between college and law school I got a masters in 
public health. I taught human sexuality, which is the 
closest you can be to a rock star if you can’t sing and 
dance. I taught it on a college level and when you do 
that, that’s entertainment! But then my father wanted 
to retire so I had to go to law school. No one knows 
how to entertain in law or real estate. There’s so much 
information people need and it’s delivered terribly.” 
Lieb, of course, also runs the Lieb School, teaching real 
estate law to brokers and salespersons throughout New 
York State. “I went from seven people in my attic to over 
10,000 students.” 

Real Estate Investing with Andrew Lieb is divided 
into four segments per episode. “We ‘start off with 
reading an article on how to. become a property 
locator,” Lieb explains. “Just as John Stewart would 
find ridiculous news, we found that article to be quite 
ridiculous. We tell the audience how many ways 
they’re going to get sued and go to jail from following 
that article, and what they really should be doing if 
they don’t want to go to jail.” The other segments

include audience questions, an educational but funny 
“two truths and a lie” and more. Future episodes will 
feature guest interviews. Heydt likens Real Estate 
Investing with Andrew Lieb to a mix of The Daily 
Show and Bloomberg. “You're going to learn but also 
have fun,” he says. “We're trying to think outside 
the box.” 

Lieb hopes the show will appeal to both real estate 
professionals and people who are not in the industry. 
“It’s aimed at dreamers,” he says. “It’s aimed at people 
sitting at their desks saying, ‘Hey, I want to invest, I 
want to go into real estate.’ You walk away knowing 
how to invest. But it’s done with a spirit and energy 
about how you need to succeed and you're going to get 
beat up at some point, so you might as well laugh along
